Ono of tho lieutenants executed belong- 
ed to Genoral Chang Kwei-ti's family, 
though he was nota blood relation of tho, 
Gencral’s; but being two ‘genorations 
younger was termed, in Chinese fashion,’ 
a@ grandson of Goneral Chang Kwei-ti, 
jwho is aman of giant stature and im- 
Posing appearance and combiaes many 
of the most picturesque charactoristics of 
old-time Chinese warriors, Gonoral Chang 
entertained a deep affection for this 
lieutenant, but, nevertheless he did not 
hesitate to uphold China's traditions by 
signing his death-warrant and witnessing

JA novel electrical method of treating 
timber ig suid to havo ziven striking ro- 
sults in Franee, ‘and to have changed the 
greenest wood into perfectly aeasoned 
material A water-tight tank of suitable | 
size is required, Tho timber ie piled on 
a largo lead plate at the bottom until 
the tank iy full, when a second lead plate 
is placed on top of the pile and connected 
to the negative pole of. a dynamo, the 
bottom plate, being connected to tho 
positive pole. The space ‘around the tim- 
ber is then filled with a solution contain- 
ing 5 por cent, of resin, 10 per cent, of 
borax, and n trace of carbonate of soda. 
On turning on the current, it passes from 
plate to plate threugh the wood, driving 
out the sap, and the revin and borax 
takes its place in the cellg and interstices. 
This process being completed, the timber 
re taken out and dried, when it is ready

Military objections to the railway must 
be’ treated with greater respect, because 
they aro both sincere and widespread. 
Many soldiors, some of them’ of. great 
eminence, argue that o railway through 
| Persia t India will upset the whole 
,8cheme of Indian defence. ‘We have 
laboured,” they say, “for a hundred 
years to keop Russia ay far away from 
India as possible. We have fought two 
wars to maintain Afghanistan og a buffer. 
Btate. The whole policy of Indian _de- 
fence is based upon the theory that Rus- 
sia should never ‘be allowed to approach 
India, Lord Kitchenor. hurried on his 
great redistribution scheme because be 
was alarmed when Russia. built a 
new line from Orenburg .to Tashkent, 
‘And now wo are asked not only to open 
the door but to build the way thither.’ 

' Phe answer to these objections is that 
it was never contemplated that India 
should for ever remain isolated by land 
from the world without. The founder 
of tho Middle Eastern, school of politi- 
cians was the late Bir Henry Rawlinson, 
| man of whom Lord Curzon once con- 
fessed that he touk him ay his exemplar. 
Rawlinson was the edrliest exponent of 
what he believed to’ be the Russian 
menace; but he also declared that a 
scheme for ‘a continuous iron road to 
unite East and West’? ought to enlist 
the common sympathy and support of all 
the European Powers. British soldiera 
and civil administrators havo repeatedly 
sought to extend railways from India 
westward. Lord Roberts wanted to build 
a line to the Peiwar Kotal in 1880. Vast 
quantities of rails for a line to Kanda- 
har were ‘collected at Chaman, on, the 
Afghan frontier, and possibly are there 
still, Lord’ Curzon actually built the 
first section of a projected line from 
Quetta ta Beistan. Lord Kitehaner

‘becomo good workers. Some of them, 
however, make money. There are »veral 
roal ‘estate offices here condudcod by 
Hindus, who, are well cnough off to 
keep automobiles. Their very mecoss 
constitutes a danger. It make them 
dotermined to bring in their frienls and 
to demand the righta of citizenship, This 
Province, and. perhaps Alberta too, is in 
‘danger of having a serious problem before 
it. “You sée, these Hindus are British 
citizens, and some of them have fought 
for tho Empire; conscquontly thoe are 
many ‘people who think that it: isharsh 
to speak of them as I.do, But w have 
to look at the facta. Wo have in Jritish 
Columbia about 300,000 inhabitant, and 
if ‘another 350,000 Hindus were to come, 
what would our condition: be? . Th only 
restriction. put on the immigratin of 
Hindus is that the Jaw insists thot they. 
must come direct here from India, This 
is difficult for them to do, as. thiy have 
in the ordinary way to transfer ot Hong- 
kong or Shanghai. So this insistonce on 
their making « continuous. voyan here 
keeps the ‘immigration down 4 bit. 
British Columbia is the watch dogof the 
Pacific, and it is no good being sonti- 
montal about the Hiridus, even though 
they be British citizens, They ae no 
good in the labour market, and if thoy 


came .here in tumbers they would con- 


stitute a serious danger.” 


' . The. conversation” turned to’ Vitoria 
itself, and to its prosperity. “The growth 
of Victoria,” said Mr. Beckwith, “bas 
been very marked during the pat few 
years. Real estate values show thi-in a 
remarkable way. Conditions led to de- 
pression up to 1906, but there are numbera 
of instances whery business propesty sald 
for 38,000 to $10,000 in 1900 could to-day 
easily’ bring in $100,000. T+ could quote 
instances’ ~vhere’propertics , bought for 
$15,000 have. been resold within. three 
years for $130,000. I myself boughtsome 
land five years ago for $7,600, It has 
since beon built on, but even if it wero 
vacant, to-day it would be worth $10,000. 
| The city has grown so: much lately that 
it has doubled -its size in five years. 
Possibly the best idea of its growthis to 
bo obtained in tho statement of s«hool 
attendance, which in 1911 was as grat as 
it was in the previous eight year com- 
bined. The city’s revenue is fully three 
times as great as it was seven yeamago. 
Its prospects aro brighter than theyhave 
ever been. We look forward to Vitoria 
becoming an important shipping port for 
grain. We have already three’ of four 
transcontinental railways shippiag here, 
and onc or two other lines aro negotiting 
for connection with the city,

Also 120 acres of land on the harbour 
front which was, until recently, an 
Indian reservation, has been securd by 
the Provincial Governmont, whic has 
found other land for the [adians; ond it 
is believed that the whole ‘area will bo 
required for terminals.

“We citizens of Victoria feel that our- 
city is not bohind ber sister Canstlian 
cities in the matter of being up to date. 
Wo. are fully aware, howovor, that tere 
is always room for improvement. Whdo, 
however, pride ourselves on the fact thas 
for an orderly and quiet city it wuld 

ibe dificult to find any better in the

EXPLOSION ON A PHILIPPINE 
ARMY LAUNOH. 

An: explosion of accumulated gas on 
the Philippine coast. artillery ‘launch 
DB-1 last. Monday morning. wrecked the 
Jaunch, ‘killed one member of the crew 
outright, and seriously injured two more, 
An incident of the explosion and succeed. 
ing fire was o display of heroism on the 

art of a corporal of artillery, in board. 
Ing the launch, after it was cut adrift, 
and. rescuing one of the wounded men, 
who had not been noticed when the boat 
waa cut away. ~ 

The launch ia one of the two: built in 
Hongkong for the military serviee, and 
brought over to Manila in Apri! last, to 
bo used in connection with the mine

tion launches, hence their names, BD 
launches, numbers 1 and 2 A detach. 
ment of men of the cod’t artillery hava 
been at work on the launches, getting tho

Shortly before seven o'clock the five men 


boarded the launch, and started. to over. : 


houl the minor parts of the engine. Tho 
latter was started sevora} times,.and it 
was on the third attompt that. tho ox- 
plosion took place. Corporal Frank 
Foster, and private Irvin H. Davis, both 
of the 142nd company const artillery, wore 
below in: the engine room when the gas 
exploded, and wore blown against the side 
of tho vessel. A shect of fame sprung 
from the room, and, although blinded: by 
fire and fumes, both found their way ‘to 


the deck, . 


The members of the crow of the sister. 
launch, .which waa lying closest to the 


dock, jnmped to the relief of the injured 
men, the little vessel being then a mass 
of flames, Private Walter Maxwell, also 
of the 142nd company, ot the time of the 
explosion, had been polishing the wood 
work on top of the engine room skylight, 
and was blown to the stern of the launch. 


Owing to his not having been below |. 


when the accident happened, and not aee- 
ing him aboard, the. launch was cut 
adrift, with Maxwell aboard, and. started 
to:-float down stream. Corporal Frad 
Tomlingon, of the 138th company,. in 
charge of: the other launch, at thig 
momont saw.the fect of a man projecting 
over: the stern of the boat as it drifted 
away. ‘ 

He ran along the dock, until he reach- 
ed the launch Zechester, and jumped 
from it to the burning vessel, regardloss 
of the tanks of gasvlone, as ‘yet: untouch- 
ed, but. liable’ to explode at any gocond. 
Private Rob C. Hamilton, of the same 
company,. then joincd the corporal; and 
they- carried the helpless body of Maxwoll, 
through the flames, to the dock. 

-The latter, was’ injured about the head 
and faec, his cyes being blown. ont, and 
neck and chest cut to fragmenta by flying 
glass and iron. A call had been sent at 
once to the division hospital, and mom- 
‘bers of the hospital corps were on the 
scene with stretchers within a few 
momenta. .
